In dollars, this would aaount to a $14.000.000

increase over the $19:000,000 whfch counties would receive under

present law. It earmarks 448 or 1/12 to the Nuncfpal Fund. Se

at the outset there fs an increase by about $19,000:000
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of the amount municipalitfes would receive as compared to what

they'd receive under present law. The munictpalities divide thefr

fund on the basis of population. This is the same as prekent lav.

Under this 3ill, counties woulé share half on the basis of unincor-

porated population and half on the basis of total population withiu

t*e county. The major effect of this cbange in formula is that

countfes will be guaranteed a fixed sharey 148. to divfde among .

themselves regardless of wllat happens to thefr unincorporated

population. At presenta they are subject to a declfning share. I
